— The   Board   ot   Trade  has 
ided  until  May  31  the  period  during  which  traders  may  insure 
plant,  machinery  and  other  business  equipment  under  the 
ess  scheme  provided  for  in  Part  II  of  the  War  Damage  Act. 

Dontrol  of  Exports. — The  Board  of  Trade  Export  Licensing 
rtment  has  published,  under  the  title  of  "Control  of  Export," 
of  goods  the  exportation  of  which  from  the  United  Kingdom 
ntrolled  under  the  Export  of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  19)  Order, 
showing  the  position  on  May  15  (Stationery  Office,  price  6d.).

Dangerous  Drugs  Order. — The  Secretary  of  State  for  Home 
Affairs  has  issued  the  Dangerous  Drugs  (Approved  Institutions) 
No.  25  Order  approving  certain  institutions  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Regulations  made  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920.  This 
Order  consolidates  the  Dangerous  Drugs  (Approved  Institutions) 
Orders,  Nos.  20  to  24,  which  are  now  revokecl. 

Importation  of  Egg  Products. — The  Board  of  Trade  announce 
that  from  June  i  separate  licences  will  be  retjuired  for  the  importa- 
tion from  Eire  of  edible  egg  products  of  all  kinds.  This  includes 
eggs  in  shell,  frozen  or  preserved  liquid  whole  eggs,  yolks  and  whites ; 
glycerinated  yolks;  spray,  flake  and  dried  whole  eggs,  yolks  and 
albumen.  Applications  for  licences  (in  duplicate)  should  be  addres.sed 
to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  Mussoorie  Hotel,  Colwyn  Bay. 

Wage  Rates  in  the  Drug  and  Fine  Chemical  Trade. — The  Drug 

and  Fine  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Association  has,  by  agreement 
with  the  Joint  Trade-union  Committee  for  the  Drug  and  Fine 
Chemical  Trade,  revised  its  minimum  wage  rates.  Increases  of  3s. 
per  week  have  been  given  to  adults,  male  and  female;  of  is.  6d.  to 
juniors,  male  and  female,  fourteen  to  eighteen  years  of  age;  and 
of  2s.,  eighteen  to  twenty  years  of  age.  Minimum  rates  after  change 
are;  Men,  twenty-one  and  over.  Class  I,  73s.  ;  Class  II,  68s. ;  Class 
III,  63s.  Women,  twenty-one  and  over,  Class  I,  44s.  6d.  ;  Class 
II,  38s.  6d.  Juniors,  males,  i6s.  at  fourteen  to  45s.  at  twenty 
years  of  age;  females  i6s.  at  fourteen  to  32s.  at  twenty  years.  The 
rates  came  into  force  on  the  pay-day  in  the  week  ended  May  3. 

IRELAND 

Resignation. — Mr.  Mat  Tucker,  M.P.S.I.,  has  resigned  his 
position  as  compounder  of  medicines  to  the  South  Cork  Board  of 
Assistance.

Ireland  Bar  recently. 

Ulster  Chemists'  Association. — Until  further  notice  the  address 
of  the  secretary  (Mr.  James  McClenahan)  will  be  7  South  Parade, 
Belfast  (telephone  :  Belfast  41896),  and  the  address  of  the  treasurer 
(Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin)  will  be  ii  Hopefield  Avenue,  Belfast  (telephone: 
Belfast  470 11). 

Eire  Budget. — Under  the  Budget  proposals  of  the  Eire  Minister 
of  I^inance  earnings  of  employees,  dividends  and  profits  of  companies 
are  limited.  No  company  may  pay  a  higher  dividend  than  in  the 
highest  year  for  three  years  prior  to  1941  or,  in  the  case  of  companies 
which  did  not  pay  a  dividend,  to  6  per  cent,  on  the  ordinary  capital 
of  the  company.  Employees'  wages  must  remain  at  a  standstill, 
except  for  promotion.  Where  income  tax  is  paid  for  employees  it 
must  be  limited  to  the  rate  of  7s.  6d.,  and  the  employer  must  pay 
the  difference.  The  same  rules  apply  to  directors'  fees. 

Poisons  Law  Lectures. — Two  lectures  on  poisons  law,  open  only 
to  students  entering  for  the  Julv  e.Kaminations,  will  be  given  by  the 
Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  (Mr.  J.J.  Kerr) 
at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday, 
July  9  and  10.  Admission  will  be  by  ticket,  which  can  be  obtained 
at  the  offices  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  No  student  will  be 
admitted  who  has  not  with  him  the  "  Summary  of  Poison  Law  "  and 
a  note-book.  The  lectures  will  begin  at  2  p.m.,  and  110  person  will 
be  admitted  after  that  hour.  It  is  stipulated  that  students  attending 
the  lectures  should  know  the  Schedules,  the  four  requirements  for 
labelling  poisons,  the  eight  entries  required  for  Part  I  poisons,  the 
eleven  entries  required  for  arsenic,  the  four  requirements  for 
labelling  poisonous  substances,  and  the  list  of  dangerous  drugs. 
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PHARMACISTS  AND  MIfciTARY  SERVICE 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Scottish  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
held  in  Edinburgh  on  May  14,  Mr.  Linstead  (secretary  of  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee)  explained  the  position  with  regard 
to  the  call-up  of  pharmacists  and  dispensers  and  the  work  of  the 
English  and  Scottish  Committees.  He  stated  that  the  voluntary 
Pharmaceutical  War  Register  would  be  kept  in  being,  but  the 
raising  of  the  age  of  reservation  would  go  far  to  bring  the  voluntary 
system  to  an  end.  When  it  was  seen  that  the  man-power  require- 
ments of  the  Government  were  going  to  involve  some  change  in  the 
age  of  reservation  of  pharmacists,  the  Central  Committee  recom- 
mended that  all  pharmacists  under  twenty-five  should  be  de-reserved. 
They  heard  nothing  of  that  offer  until  the  early  part  of  1941,  when 
they  learnt  that  the  Government  proposed  to  take  all  pharmacists 
\ip  to  thirty-five,  and  that  if  there  was  to  be  any  deferment  it  would 
only  be  in  very  exceptional  cases,  through  the  ordinary  deferment 
machinery  and  not  through  pharmaceutical  machinery.  With  the 
help  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  it  was  found  possible  to  persuade 
the  Ministry  to  reduce  the  age  to  thirty  and  to  recognise  that,  in  the 
interests  of  maintaining  an  adequate  civilian  pharmaceutical  service, 
the  Scottish  and  Central  Committees  should  deal  with  cases  of 
deferment.  That  was  not  attained  without  close  negotiation  but  the 
pharmaceutical  service  was  in  a  reasonable  position  today,  whereas 
the  position  had  the  age  been  thirty-five  would  almost  have 
beggared  description. 

Pharmacists. — Pharmacists  are  now  reserved  up  to  thirty,  the 
age  being  calculated  at  the  date  when  they  registered  under  the 
Act,  and  are  to  be  considered  for  deferment  through  the  two  War 
Committees.  The  Committees  take  the  initiative  in  communicating 
with  the  men. 

Dispensers. — In  the  case  of  dispensers  (that  is  anyone  registered 
as  a  dispenser)  deferment  will  also  be  considered  through  the  two 
War  Committees,  but  the  dispenser  (or  his  employer)  will  have  to  take 
the  initiative,  because  there  was  no  complete  register  of  dispensers. 

Students. — Students  are  now  reserved  after  one  year's  training, 
instead  of  two.  The  age  of  call-up  being  nineteen,  students  would  in 
fact  be  reserved  until  qualified,  the  right  having  been  reserved  to 
raise  the  question  of  students  in  the  event  of  the  age  of  call-up  being 
lowered  to  eighteen.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  review  for 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  the  cases  of  students  periodically,  in  order 
to  certify  whether  the  person  was  still  a  bona-fide  student. 

Women. — After  the  registration  of  women  for  industrial  work 
became  effective,  the  Society  had  secured  a  letter  from  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  making  it  clear  that  women  pharmacists,  women  pharma- 
ceutical students,  women  dispensers,  women  assistants  in  chemists' 
shops  and  women  in  training  in  chemists'  shops  to  take  the  place  of 
men  who  have  gone  into  the  Forces  would  not  be  taken  for  industrial 
work.  They  will  all  "stay  put"  in  the  chemists'  shops. 


Men  are  to  be  retained  in  civil  life  by  deferment.  There  is  n 
permanent  exemption  from  military  service.  Deferment  might  t 
extended  from  date  to  date.  Deferment  is  to  be  the  exception.  ] 
would  be  granted  only  on  the  grounds  that  a  man  is  engaged  in  woi 
of  public  importance,  is  personally  indispensable  for  it,  and 
substitute  could  be  found.  In  the  case  of  people  under  twenty-fi^ 
there  would  only  be  exceedingly  rare  cases  where  a  man  woul 
be  engaged  in  such  important  work  as  to  justify  keeping  him  01 
of  the  Army.  The  two  Committees  had  a  responsibility  to  tl 
country  for  military  service  as  much  as  for  civilian  service.  Tl 
Government  called  for  a  vast  army.  Pharmacy  must  be  prepared 
make  sacrifices  such  as  other  callings  were  making. 

The  machinery  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  in  England  is :  Tl 
Committees  would  send  a  questionnaire  to  every  pharmacist  on  tl 
Register,  whether  of  military  age  or  not.  The  object  of  sending 
out  to  those  over  thirty  is,  first  of  all,  that  they,  might  get  the  a| 
raised  later  from  thirty  to  thirty-five,  when  this  information  wou 
be  useful.  Further,  it  enabled  the  Committees  to  get  the  pictu 
complete  in  each  locality.  The  Ministry  of  Labour  required,  wi- 
the numbers  of  those  released  for  service,  an  indication  in  respect 
each  National  Health  Insurance  area  of  the  numbers  remaining 
that  area,  the  retired  men  and  men  over  thirty,  so  that  they  cou 
see  how  the  proportion  of  those  going  stood  to  those  who  remai 
The  questionnaire  would,  therefore,  go  to  every  pharmacist,  with 
letter  urging  its  return.  The  forms  would  be  separated  into  re 
wholesale  and  hospital  groups.  The  wholesale  and  hospital  c 
would  be  considered  by  two  special  subcommittees  centrally;  t 
retail  cases  would  be  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  ~' 
referred  to  England  only.  The  Central  Committee  would  ask  t; 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  make  recommendations,  dividing  t 
men  into  those  who  should  go  and  those  who  should  stay.  Th 
would  give  reasons  for  recommending  men  for  retention.  They  fa- 
asked  for  the  help  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  partly  becaui 
through  their  link  with  the  Insurance  Committees,  they  formed 
strong  local  machine  to  back  any  representations  made  to  t 
Ministry  of  Labour ;  and  partly  because  a  preliminary  sifting  won 
keep  the  Central  Committee  removed  from  any  disputation  aboul 
particular  man  and  make  it,  therefore,  a  convenient  body  f 
reviewing  cases. 

After  Mr.  Linstead 's  explanation,  the  Scottish  Committee  d 
cussed  the  procedure  for  dealing  with  deferment  cases  in  Scotl; 
It  was  agreed  that  a  subcommittee  should  be  appointed  to  d( 
with  applications  from  pharmacists  in  hospitals  and  wholes; 
houses  and  another  subcommittee  for  retail  men.  The  second  su 
committee  would  receive  recommendations  from  the  five  existi 
local  pharmaceutical  war  committees  in  Scotland  and  would  re-vii 
them  before  passing  them  on  to  the  Department  of  Health. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


A  Suspended  Election. — Having  already  expressed  the  view 
that  more  important  matters  than  the  holding  of  a  Council  election 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  demand  attention  at  this  stage  of 
the  war,  I  need  only  record  my  satisfaction  that  this  year's  Council 
election  has  been  suspended  (p.  304).  It  may,  I  trust,  be  surmised 
without  an  undue  lack  of  charity  that  the  Society's  Council  was 
glad  to  obtain  a  "determination"  on  this  constitutional  question 
by  the  highest  authority.  Your  editorial  comment  on  the  number 
of  members  of  the  Society  unable  to  vote  at  present  on  account  of 
war  service  hits  the  nail  on  the  head.  On  reading  it  I  turned  up  the 
figures  of  last  year's  Council  election,  when  6,853  effective  votes 
were  recorded.  The  question  of  the  next  election  may  therefore 
reasonably  be  put  into  cold  storage  for  a  time. 

Figs. — The  statement  of  Sir  Ernest  Graham-Little  in  Parliament 
(p.  300)  that  the  holding  up  of  stocks  of  dried  figs  is  impeding 
"production  of  certain  valuable  and  pharmaceutical  preparations" 
is  of  interest,  especially  as  so  well-known  a  physician  may  be  pre- 
sumed to  be  speaking  ex  cathedra  on  a  therapeutical  topic.  The 
antiquity  of  the  external  use  of  figs  in  medicine  is  instanced,  as  I 
need  hardly  remind  your  readers,  in  the  Book  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah 
(xxxviii,  21),  and  medical  literature  is  not  lacking  in  references  to 
the  internal  and  external  uses  to  which  this  familiar  article  of  diet 
has  been  put.  Ficus  had  a  heading  of  its  own  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia till  1 91 4,  when  it  was  dropped  save  as  an  ingredient  in 
confection  of  senna.  The  word  was  used  in  the  singular  in  the  1885 
Pharmacopoeia  but  in  the  plural  in  its  successor  of  1898.  In  1920 
an  exchange  of  views  on  the  latinity  of  the  word  was  conducted  in 
your  Correspondence  columns;  in  1922  (I,  177)  you  took  the  matter 
further  by  reviewing  its  history,  a  curious  example  of  variability 


in  medical  and  pharmaceutical  nomenclature.  Authors  of  repu 
you  pointed  out,  can  be  cited  for  the  use  of  two  declensions  a 
three  genders  when  the  word  designates  the  fruit  of  the  fi 
In  the  classics  the  second  declension  and  the  feminine 
predominate.  The  first  London  Pharmacopoeia  (1618)  assigned  1 
word  to  the  fourth  declension ;  that  of  1836  changed  it  to  a  secor 
declension  noun,  and  in  1851  the  older  usage  was  restored. 
Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  showed  a  similar  variation.  Since  17 
it  has  been  customary  to  employ  the  genitive  singular  in  Latin  ti 
in  which  formerly  the  genitive  plural  was  favoured. 

Gas  Mask  Practice. — The  news  item  in  last  week's  Coloui 
Supplement  (p.  xiii)  that  employers  have  been  approached  by 
Government  with  a  view  to  the  holding  of  gas  mask  drills  is  time 
The  gas  mask  has,  after  a  period  of  almost  general  oblivion, 
covered  the  favour  of  many  people  who  were  inclined  to  sniflf  at 
as  an  appliance  that  would  never  be  wanted.  A  hint  given  me 
the  donning  of  the  mask  has  not  appeared  in  print,  so  far  as  I 
aware,  and  I  accordingly  pass  it  on.    It  is  desirable  to  pract 
putting  the  mask  on  with  each  hand  singly,  to  provide  against  t 
disablement  of  either  hand  in  an  air  raid.

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ENEMY  PATENTS  AND  BRITISH  TRADE  MARKS 


Kii^g's  Bench  Divisional  Court,  composed  of  the  Lord  Chief 
Istic^  and  Justices  Humphreys  and  Singleton,  on  May  14,  heard 

application  for  an  order  to  prohibit  the  Comptroller  of  Patents 
t)m  pxercising  jurisdiction  and  making  certain  orders  under 
tulations  framed  in  accordance  with  the  Emergency  Powers 
fefeice)  Act.  Applicants  were  Bayer  Products,  Ltd. 
iMr.  W.  P.  Spens,  K.C.,  for  the  applicants,  an  English  company, 
id  the  regulation  challenged  purported  to  authorise  the  Comp- 
bller  to  license  persons  in  this  country  to  exploit  patents  belonging 
feijemy  subjects  and  to  disregard  trade  marks  belonging  to  British 
bjects  or  neutrals.  In  this  case  there  were  a  number  of  very 
[luable  pharmaceutical  patents  registered  at  the  outbreak  of  war 
[ththe  well-known  German  I.  G.  Co.  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  claimed 
lat  the  patents  were  theirs,  and  that  the  German  company  was 
[tiding  but  a  bare  trustee  of  them.  In  support  of  that  claim  pro- 
edings  had  been  taken  in  the  Chancery  Division,  asking  for  a 
jclaration  that  the  German  company  was  a  trustee  and  for  a 
tisequential  order  vesting  the  patents  in  the  British  company, 
le  judge  (Mr.  Justice  Morton)  had  declared  that  the  patents  were 
property  of  the  Bayer  Co.,  and  had  made  the  vesting  order. 
Jit,  when  the  "Emergency  Patents  Act"  was  passed  in  September 
139,  the  patents  admittedly  were  registered  in  the  I.  G.  Co.,  and 
jving  regard  to  the  wording  of  Section  2,  there  seemed  to  be  no 
lestion  that  there  was  jurisdiction  in  the  Comptroller  to  grant 
lances  to  British  subjects  to  exploit  enemy  patents  because  the 
gistered  proprietor  was  an  enemy.  A  number  of  applications  were 
fide  by  companies  interested  in  drugs  in  this  country  and  granted. 
Id  the  rights  of  the  Bayer  Co.  to  oppose  the  granting  of  the  licences 
ere  not  recognised  in  the  sense  that  the  company  had  then  no 
pgment  in  their  favour  that  the  patents  concerned  were  theirs, 
ley  did  not  very  much  mind  because  they  knew  that  all  the  drugs 

respect  of  which  the  applications  were  made  were  protected  by 
ade  marks  registered  in  the  Bayer  Co.'s  name,  and  they  knew 
lat  there  was  no  power  whatever  in  the  Comptroller  to  authorise 
le  infringement  of  those  trade  marks  on  which  the  goodwill  of 

company's  business  rested. 
[While  the  Chancery  action  was  proceeding  there  suddenly  came 
Ito  operation  a  new  regulation  by  which  the  ClomptroUer  was 
Ven  the  power  to  allow  the  exploitation  of  enemy  patents  and  also 

disregard  the  trade  marks,  whether  they  were  enemy  or  not. 
Id  the  result  was  that  the  moment  the  order  was  passed  it  became 
Issible,  if  valid,  for  the  Comptroller  to  grant  to  licensees  of  the 
[tents  the  right  to  exploit  the  trade  mark  without  the  Bayer  Co. 
[ving  any  claim  for  compensation. 

Beneficiaries  under  the  Patents. — Mr.  Spens  contended  that 
[was  never  intended  so  to  place  the  British  holder  of  a  trade  mark 
such  a  vital  disadvantage.  Continuing,  he  said  the  I.  G.  Co. — 
[world-wide  known  concern — discovered,  produced  and  sold  valu- 
hle  drugs  used  by  chemists,  doctors  and  surgeons,  and  the  Bayer  Co., 
1  this  country,  had  power  to  exploit  and  sell  all  these  substances, 
far  as  this  country  was  concerned,  the  patents  were  beneficially 
s  Bayer  Co.'s.  In  the  LTnited  States  there  was  a  concern  called 
lerling  Drugs,  Inc.,  and  that  company,  in  its  turn,  owned  the 
pole  of  the  capital  of  a  subsidiary  called  Bayer,  Inc.  These  two 
Impanies  had  full  rights  to  make,  produce  and  vend  all  the  pa- 
inted drugs  which  the  German  company  produced  from  time  to 
pie,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  the  situation  was  that  the 
[ritish  company  had  a  registered  capital  of  ;^8o,ooo,  of  which  one 
klf  was  held  by  nominees  of  the  German  company  and  was  now 
Ksted  in  the  Custodian  of  Enemy  Property.  Other  shares  were 
bid  by  nominees  of  the  American  company,  and  the  substance  of 
[le  matter  was  that  if  the  Comptroller's  order  was  good  and  the 
lade  marks  could  be  exploited  by  trade  rivals  in  this  country,  all 
te  money  put  up  by  American  shareholders  was  simply  wasted, 
pd  trade  marks  became  useless. 

Powers  of  the  Comptroller. — Mr.  Spens  then  dealt  with  the 
Igulation  which  he  challenged  on  the  ground  that  (i)  it  was  not 
pcessary  or  expedient  for  any  purpose  laid  down  by  the  Emergency 
pwers  Act;  (2)  it  was,  in  fact,  new  legislation;  and  (3)  the  effect 
;  orders  made  under  it  would  be  to  confiscate  the  trade  mark  rights 
:  British  or  neutral  proprietors  without  provision  for  compensation, 
hd  it  gave  the  Comptroller  power  to  make  orders  for  the  suspension 
trade  mark  rights  which  might  extend  beyond  the  period  of  any 
tnergency,  which  at  once  rendered  it  not  an  emergency  regulation. 
I  The  regulation  ran :  "Where  a  licence  under  a  patent  is  in  force 
|y  virtue  of  an  order  under  Section  2  of  the  said  Act  (the  Patents, 
lesigns.  Copyright  and  Trademarks  (Emergency)  Act,  1939),  or  tie 
lomptroller  proposes  to  make  an  order  under  that  section  granting 
I  licence  under  a  patent,  and  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  Comptroller 


that  it  is  difficult  or  impracticable  to  describe  or  refer  to  the  article 
or  substance  manufactured  under  the  patent  without  the  use  of  the 
trade  mark  registered  in  respect  of  that  article  or  substance  or  of 
an  unregistered  trade  mark  used  in  relation  thereto,  the  Comptroller 
may  make  an  order  in  relation  to  the  trade  mark  under  Sub-sect.  (2) 
of  the  said  Sect.  3  on  the  application  of  the  licensee  or  any  person 
in  whose  favour  he  proposed  to  make  an  order  granting  a  licence  .  .  . 
notwithstanding  that  the  trade  mark  is  not,  or  has  not  been,  in  the 
proprietorship  of  the  enemy  or  any  enemy  subject." 

Mr,  Spens  read  affidavits  sworn  by  Mr.  Adam  Caldervvood  Henry 
(adirectorof  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.),  and  (in  reply)  by  the  Comptroller 
of  Patents,  and  by  Sir  Edward  Mellanby  (secretary  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council). 

Importance  of  Brand  Names. — Sir  Edward  Mellanby  had  stated 
that  in  most  cases  of  patented  medical  products  they  had  been 
introduced  upon  the  market  under  brand  names  which  formed 
the  subject  of  trade  mark  registrations.  They  were  known  only  by 
the  brand  names  and  after  the  outbreak  of  war  his  Council  .sought 
to  coin  names  for  certain  of  the  most  important  of  the  substances 
which  names  were  to  be  open  to  the  free  use  of  all  concerned.  Such 
new  descriptions  could  only  be  effectively  utilised  if,  during  the 
period  of  transition  before  they  became  generally  known  and 
accepted  they  could  be  associated  with  the  brand  names  at  pre.sent 
used,  and  some  time  must  necessarily  elapse  before  purchasers 
learned  to  express  their  requirements  in  terms  not  including  the 
brand  names  by  which  hitherto  they  had  been  identified. 

Mr.  Spens  contended  that  there  was  no  evidence  that  the  regula- 
tion was  required  for  any  of  the  objects  mentioned  in  Section  i 
of  the  Emergency  Powers  (Defence)  Act.  While  he  admitted  that 
the  drugs  concerned  were  valuable  substances  he  claimed  that  it 
was  absolutely  unnecessary  to  infringe  his  client's  trade  mark  in 
order  to  continue  their  production. 

The  Attorney  General  (Sir  Donald  Somervell,  K.C.),  for  the 
Comptroller,  said  the  outstanding  question  was  whether  the  order 
was  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  country  in  war-time.  A  licence 
had  been,  or  was  about  to  be,  granted  for  the  manufacture  in  this 
country  of  drugs  covered  by  German  patents.  These  goods  were 
such  that  it  was  difficult  or  impracticable  to  describe  them  without 
using  the  trade  mark  name  and  in  such  cases  the  Comptroller  could 
make  the  order.  Take,  for  instance,  the  valuable  ana?sthetic  drug 
called  avertin.  Unless  use  could  be  made  of  that  name  the  manu- 
facture of  the  drug  would  be  useless.  Unless  it  could  be  said,  "This 
is  a  substitute  for  avertin,"  effective  use  could  not  be  made  of  the 
article  produced  under  the  licence.  If  applicants  in  this  motion 
could  satisfy  the  Comptroller  that  there  was  an  equally  well-known 
alternative  name  that  could  be  used,  then  he  would  not  make  the 
order:  it  was  only  when  the  Comptroller  was  satisfied  that  people 
who  wanted  the  drug  and  could  not  get  it  unless  it  was  identified 
by  the  use  of  its  name  avertin  that  he  would  make  an  order.  The 
same  remark  applied,  of  course,  to  other  drugs. 

Mr.  Spens  submitted  that  the  words  of  the  regulation  meant 
that  if  the  manufacture  was  in  the  interests  of  all,  or  one,  of  his 
Majesty's  subjects  then  the  Comptroller  could  make  the  order. 
That  meant  that  even  if  the  manufacturer  himself  said  it  was  in 
his  interest  that  the  drug  should  be  produced  the  order  could  be 
made. 

Mr.  Justice  Singleton:  "I  should  not  think  the  Comptroller 
would  read  the  regulation  in  that  way.  You  may  be  putting  new 
thoughts  into  his  fertile  brain."  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Spens  argued  that  the  regulation  was  bad  because,  under  it, 
the  Comptroller  might  make  orders  far  beyond  the  purposes  intended 
by  the  Emergency  Powers  Act. 

Mr.  Spens:  "A  lot  has  been  said  in  the  course  of  the  argument 
about  'these  German  patents.'    They  are  our  patents." 

Their  Lordships  reserved  judgment. 

Fallen  Enemy  Aircraft. — The  Air  Ministry  strongly  advises 
members  of  the  public  not  to  go  anywhere  near  fallen  enemy  aircraft. 
Failure  to  observe  this  advice  entails  the  risk  of  being  blown  up,  for 
these  aircraft  frequently  contain  unexploded  bombs  and  other 
explosive  material  which,  in  the  past,  have  often  injured  nearby 
persons  and  sometimes  caused  their  deaths.  Secondly,  if  the 
temptation  to  get  hold  of  a  souvenir  from  a  German  aeroplane  proves 
irresistible,  there  is  a  risk  of  being  prosecuted  under  defence  regula- 
tions for  which  the  penalty  is  a  fine,  or  even  prison.  Thirdly,  if 
anything  is  removed  there  is  a  risk  of  depriving  the  country  not  only 
of  salvage  but  of  valuable  information.  The  public  are  asked 
to  co-operate  by  leaving  enemy  aircraft  severely  alone. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND

of  Ireland  was  held  on  May  13  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin, 
the  president  (Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill)  in  the  chair.  Other  members  of  the 
Council  present  were  Messrs.  J.  Gleeson,  F.  J.  Fitzpatrick.  M.  J. 
Kieran,  P.  A.  Brady,  Sir  T.  Robinson,  Dr.  J.  A.  Mitchell,  Messrs. 
P.  Brooke-Kelly,  C.  J.  Cremen,  J.  Duggan,  B.  P.  Hickey,  J.  A. 
O'Rourke,  M.  J.  Parkes,  and  Miss  F.  M.  Flood. 

Correspondence. — The  following  letter  was  read  from  Mr, 
Walter  Deakin,  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain:  "I  am  asked  by  the  Council  to  convey  to  you  and  to  the 
members  of  your  Society  their  greetings  and  deep  appreciation  of 
your  message  on  the  occasion  of  the  centenary  of  this  Society.  The 
large  number  of  messages  and  the  sentiments  which  they  convey 
cannot  fail  to  be  an  inspiration  for  the  future." 

Mr.  R.  J.  Kidney  (secretary  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association)  wrote 
as  follows  by  letter  dated  May  6:  "My  Committee  have  had 
repeated  requests  from  our  members  that  in  the  interests  of  pharmacy 
in  this  country  your  Council  should  consider  the  compilation  and 
publication  of  a  Schedule  of  Poisons  and  Poisonous  substances  for 
proprietaries  and  drugs.  I  have  been  instructed  to  ask  if  you  would 
be  good  enough  to  put  this  matter  on  the  agenda  for  your  next 
Council  Meeting." — Mr.  Brady  said  there  was  a  time  when  these 
preparations  were  marked  P.I  or  P. II  in  the  List,  but  there  were 
so  many  new  drugs  and  preparations  coming  on  the  market  that 
they  would  want  to  do  this  every  fortnight.  The  Cork  chemists 
were  very  enthusiastic  to  have  this  done,  but  the  I.D.A.  explained 
that  they  could  not  do  this  and  referred  the  matter  to  the  parent 
body. — Several  members  of  the  Council  pointed  out  that  marking 
a  list  in  this  way  carried  it  with  certain  implications. — The  Presi- 
dent said  it  was  not  suggested  that  the  registrar  accept  responsi- 
bility.— Mr.  Fitzpatrick  mentioned  that  an  effort  to  do  this  had 
been  made  before  but  it  was  not  a  success. — Mr.  Kieran  thought  it 
might  be  all  right  to  mark  a  list  in  the  way  suggested  if  a  notice 
were  put  on  the  top  of  it  saying  that  it  did  not  purport  to  be  a 
correct  list. — While  the  Council  decided  that  it  could  not  direct 
the  registrar  to  compile  a  schedule  such  as  that  suggested,  it  was 
agreed  that  Mr.  Kerr  would  give  a  decision  on  any  particular  drugs 
or  preparations  submitted  by  the  Irish  Drug  Association  as  to  the 
particular  section  of  the  poison  law  or  D.D.A.  they  came  under.

Consultative  Committee  on  Legislation. — The  Council  then 
came  to  the  following  notice  of  motion  standing  in  the  name  of  the 
president:  "That  a  Consultative  Committee  be  formed  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  pharmaceutical  legislation,  in  light  of  the 


views  expressed  by  various  pharmaceurical  associations  through 
out  the  country.  That  in  order  to  put  this  into  effect  the  Counci 
invites  the  Irish  Drug  Association  to  nominate  two  members  t 
represent  the  business  side  of  pharmacy.  That  the  Council  b 
represented  by  two  members  and  the  president  as  chairman.  Tha 
the  committee  so  constituted  should  have  power  to  consult  witi 
the  Compounders'  Association,  the  Registered  Druggists'  Associa 
tion,  the  Assistants'  Union  and  any  other  body  it  may  deem  advis 
able.  The  committee  to  report  back  to  the  Council  in  due  course. 

The  President  said  he  wished  to  withdraw  his  motion  in  favou 
of  a  motion  to  be  proposed  by  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  and  the  effect 
which  would  be  very  much  the  same. 

The  alternative  motion,  which  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Fitzpatkick 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  Gleeson,  was  in  the  following  terms:  "I: 
light  of  the  views  expressed  by  various  pharmaceutical  association 
throughout  Eire  that  a  consultative  body  be  formed  to  conside 
questions  of  pharmaceutical  interest,  and  that  in  order  to  put  th' 
suggestion  into  effect  the  Council  invites  the  Irish  Drug  Association  t 
nominate  two  members  to  represent  the  business  side  of  pharmac" 
That  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  be  repre 
sented  by  two  members  and  the  president  as  chairman.  That  th 
body  so  constituted  should  have  power  to  consult  with  other  bodi 
concerned  with  various  aspects  of  Irish  pharmacy.  The  Committ 
to  report  back  to  the  Council  in  due  course." — Mr.  Fitzpatric 
said  a  motion  in  the  terms  which  he  proposed  made  it  free  to  ha^ 
a  larger  body  with  larger  powers,  and  in  operation  did  not  bin 
them  in  any  way.  The  president's  motion  covered  the  ground  an 
the  change  his  motion  suggested  was  only  a  question  of  policy.  H 
thought  the  proposal  made  in  his  motion  was  a  wider  one. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  said  the  original  motion  mentioned  pharmaceutic 
legislation.  In  his  opinion  that  was  rather  a  waste  of  time  at  presen 
Last  Saturday  they  heard  the  advice  of  the  Taoiseach  (Prim 
Minister)  to  the  parish  councils  not  to  be  always  waiting  for  legisic 
tion.  They  should  consider  what  they  could  do  without  legislatioi 
and  for  that  reason  he  wished  to  see  the  terms  of  the  motion  wid« 
and  more  flexible,  and  not  confined  to  pharmaceutical  legislatior 
He  would  like  to  see-the  whole  matter  left  a  little  more  open. 

The  President  :  What  I  had  in  mind  was  that  this  Committe 
should  consider  the  whole  position  of  pharmacy  and  put  toward  thai 
views  for  rectifying  present  conditions. — Mr.  O'Rourke:  I  am  i 
agreement  provided  you  do  not  confine  the  committee  to  formuls 
ting  proposals  for  legislation.  At  the  present  time  you  might  fin 
yourselves  dealing  with  things  outside  legislation. 

Mr.  Parkes  said  he  would  like  to  know  what  right  they  had  t 
nominate  anybody  to  represent  them  outside  the  Council,  whic 
was  not  interested  in  trade  generally.  No  matter  who  they  nominate' 
these  persons  would  not  represent  the  Council. — Mr.  Kieran 
This  does  not  bind  the  Council  in  any  way.  It  is  purely  a  cor 
sultative  body. — Mr.  Parkes  :  I  think  you  are  going  beyond  you 
powers  in  sending  anybody. — Sir  T.  Robinson:  I  don't  think  1 
will  do  any  harm. — Mr.  Parkes  :  I  am  only  expressing  my  ow 
opinion.  We  are  sitting  here  under  the  Act. — Mr.  Kieran  :  Tin 
is  another  means  of  consultation. — Mr.  Parkes  :  I  think  you  ai 
consulting  with  people  who  have  no  votes. — Mr.  Kieran  :  You  ai 
getting  a  pulse  on  present  day  affairs. — Mr.  Parkes  :  I  am  nc 
satisfied  that  we  are  right  at  all. — Mr.  Fitzpatrick  :  You  are  reall 
right  in  theory  but  the  Council  at  present  has  been  stampeded  b 
bodies  throughout  the  country. — The  President  :  I  have  nc 
put  forward  my  motion  because  I  think  we  have  been  stampede 
but  because  I  think  it  is  essential. — Mr.  Fitzpatrick  :  They  a 
know  we  are  bound  down  by  Act  of  Parliament.  We  cannot  g 
beyond  it,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  get  som 
enlightenment  from  people  in  touch  with  pharmacy,  and  then  w 
know  where  we  are.  We  are  only  bread  and  butter  pharmacist: 
but  if  these  people  can  lead  us  along  and  show  us  any  suggestion 
to  improve  things  all  the  better.  Personally  I  think  the  whole  thin 
is  akin  to  what  we  are  driving  cars  along  with  at  the  present  time

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Scope  of  Medicine  Stamp  Duties  Amendment. — Sir  I.  Eraser  asked  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  on  May  14,  in  what  form  the  legislation 
required  to  repeal  the  medicine  stamp  duties  would  be  introduced.  Sir 
Kingsley  Wood  replied  that  it  had  been  decided  that  the  separate  Bill 
referred  to  in  his  Budget  speech  would  contain  the  repeal  of  the  medicine 
stamp  duties  as  well  as  the  provisions  consequential  upon  that  repeal.  The 
Bill  would  be  presented  to  Parliament  shortly. 

Suggested  Restriction  on  Chain  Stores. — Mr.  De  la  Bere  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  on  May  15,  whether  he  would  consider 
the  licensing  of  chain  stores  throughout  the  country  for  the  period  of 
hostilities  and  for  three  years  afterwards,  so  as  to  ensure  that  no  further 
branches  of  the  existing  chain  stores  were  opened  which  might  prevent 
the  future  return  of  small  businesses  which  had  had  to  be  closed  down  as 
a  result  of  the  war,  and  as  a  safeguard  to  businesses  which,  though  adversely 
affected,  were  just  managing  to  carry  on  throughout  the  period  of  hostili- 
ties ?  The  Parliamentary  Secretary  (Captain  Waterhouse)  replied  that  he 
would  bring  the  suggestion  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee  on  Retail  Trade 
set  up  on  May  13  (C.  <S-  D.,  Coloured  Supplement,  May  17,  p.  xiii). 

Taxation  and  Concentrated  Production. — Replying  to  Mr.  Loftus,  on 
May  15,  Captain  Waterhouse  (Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of 
Trade)  made  the  following  statement  explaining  the  taxation  position  of 
firms  affected  by  the  policy  of  concentration  of  production : — 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  agreed  to  the  following  arrange- 
ments: The  Finance  Bill  includes  provisions  relating  to  the  liability 
to  taxation  of  concerns  which  are  certified  by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  being 
parties  to  approved  arrangements  for  the  concentration  of  production. 
The  provisions  will  be  to  the  following  effect : — 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  income  tax  and  excess  profits  tax,  the 
cessation  of  its  production  by  a  concern  when  a  factory  is  closed,  or  the 
undertaking  by  a  nucleus  concern  of  new  activities,  in  consequence  of 
concentration  arrangements  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  will  not  be 
treated  as  effecting  a  discontinuance  of  the  business  of  the  one  or  the 
setting  up  of  a  new  business  by  the  other. 

2.  Any  sum  (except  a  sum  of  a  capital  nature  or  a  sum  payable  under 
deduction  of  tax)  payable  as  a  result  of  an  approved  concentration  arrange- 
ment to  a  closed  concern  by  a  nucleus  concern  shall  be  allowed  as  a  deduc- 
tion in  computing  the  profits  of  the  latter  and  shall  be  treated  as  a  trading 
receipt  in  computing  the  profits  of  the  former. 

3.  If  in  exceptional  circumstances  an  industry  or  a  part  of  an  industry 
sets  up  a  central  fund  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trade  into  which  nucleus 
concerns  pay  levies  and  from  which  compensation  is  paid  to  closed  concerns, 
then  the  amounts  paid  in  by  the  nucleus  concerns  (not  being  payments  to 
be  used  for  capital  purposes)  will  be  allowed  as  deductions  in  computing 
their  tax  liability,  provided  that  there  is  no  residue  in  the  fund,  and  amounts 
drawn  out  by  closed  concerns  will  be  treated  as  trading  receipts. 

4.  In  computing  liabilitv  to  excess  profits  tax  the  amount  of  capital 
represented  by  machinery  and  plant  which,  under  a  concentration  scheme 
approved  by  the  Board,  a  closed  concern  has  temporarily  ceased  to  use,  will 
be  regarded  as  still  employed  in  the  business. 

5.  The  deduction  allowable  for  income  tax  purposes  for  the  wear  ana 
tear  of  machinery  and  plant  will  continue  to  be  allowed  to  a  concern  whicli 
has  closed  as  a  result  of  an  approved  concentration  arrangement,  but  still 
retains  the  machinery,  and  this  deduction  will  be  computed  as  if  tne 
machinery  and  plant  were  in  normal  use.

The  terms  of  reference  of 
J  committee  are  as  follows:  "To  examine  the  present  problems 
Ihe  retail  trade  in  goods  other  than  food,  having  regard  both  to 
I  immediate  needs  of  the  conduct  of  the  war  and  to  the  position 
Ir  the  war,  and  to  report."

Though 
ly  of  the  problems  that  beset  pharmacy  are  common  to  all 
1|lers,  the  fact  that  pharmacists  function  both  professionally 
in  trade  renders  their  difficulties  more  acute  than  those  of  other 
ons  engaged  in  the  distributive  trades.  Moreover,  it  should 
be  overlooked  that  the  retail  side  of  the  calling  is  a  technical  one. 
refore  the  three  bodies  concerned  with  the  direction  of  pharma- 
:ical  affairs,  i.e.  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  National 
rmaceutical  Union,  and  the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation, 
lid  find  out  immediately  precisely  what  information  the  commit- 
is  likely  to  require  and  should  prepare  evidence  for  the  adequate 
entation  of  pharmacy's  problems,  together  with  plans  for  over- 
ing  the  difficulties.  Above  all  a  united  front  is  essential.  There 
n  abundance  of  problems  and  it  is  in  some  respects  a  pity  the 
imittee  of  Inquiry  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  not  yet 
ed  Part  II  of  its  report.  Not  that  this  could  furnish  a  complete 
st  of  the  disabilities  which  are  due  to  the  war  or  even  the  ways 
means  of  dealing  with  post-war  problems,  but  it  would  have  at 
t  provided  a  jumping-off  place.  There  are  already  a  multitude 
ommittees  functioning  within  the  ranks  of  pharmacy,  but  it  is 
ent  that  so  much  of  Parliament's  time  is  to  be  taken  up  with 
rmaceutical  affairs  in  the  near  future  that  the  question  arises 


whether  a  parliamentary  committee  representative  of  the  whole 
trade  could  not  with  advantage  replace  one  or  two  of  those  now  in 
being.  Problems  that  affect  the  retail  side  of  pharmacy  invariably 
have  repercussions  in  the  wholesale  and  manufacturing  sections. 

Among  the  matters  on  which  advice  must  be  tendered  to  the 
Government  investigation  committee  is  the  increasing  overlapping 
in  retail  trade.  Lately  the  general  public  has  been  affected  by  the 
shortage  of  cigarettes,  and  so  tobacconists  have  adopted  the  slogan 
"Tobacco  for  the  tobacconists."  The  cry  is  a  familiar  one  better 
known  to  chemists  as  "Pharmacy  for  the  Pharmacists."  For  years 
pharmacists  have  complained,  and  with  justification,  of  other 
traders  selling  pharmaceutical  goods,  but  outside  the  profession 
little  has  been  heard  of  the  complaint.  In  this  connexion  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  might  well  consult  the  Minister  of 
Health  who,  with  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  is  confronted 
with  more  than  one  pharmaceutical  problem.  National  Health 
Insurance  must  be  carried  on,  yet  with  the  prospective  call-up  of 
pharmacists  for  military  service  there  may  not  be  sufficient  qualified 
men  for  one  in  each  pharmacy.  Linked  with  this  problem  were  some 
pertinent  remarks  made  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Knox  Mawer  then  urged  that  greater 
efforts  should  be  made  to  put  those  who  are  seeking  employment  in 
touch  with  those  who  are  wanting  assistants,  but  the  president 
said  the  problem  will  be  not  one  of  assistants  wanting  work,  but 
employers  wanting  staff.  Concentration  of  retail  trade  will  not  be  an 
easy  matter  so  far  as  pharmacy  is  concerned,  but  few  businesses, 
if  any,  can  exist  by  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing  alone. 
If  the  Minister  of  Health  desires  a  proper  service  for  the  public, 
something  will  have  to  be  done  in  mitigation  of  encroachment  by 
other  traders  on  what  should  be  pharmaceutical  "preserves."  The 
position,  if  not  dealt  with  at  once,  is  likely  to  be  aggravated  by  the 
repeal  of  the  Medicines  Stamp  Acts,  as  a  result  of  which  every 
trader  who  wishes  to  will  be  able  to  sell  "patent  "  medicines  without 
even  the  handicap  of  a  five-shilling  licence.  Some  slight  measure  of 
control  is  envisaged  in  the  Bill  which  it  is  intended  to  introduce 
regarding  such  products,  but  so  far  as  can  at  present  be  judged  the 
losses  to  pharmacy  will  more  than  offset  the  gains.  Even  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  though  more  of  a 
domestic  matter,  is  not  a  problem  that  can  be  altogether  overlooked, 
and  the  pharmaceutical  bodies  mentioned  above  must  be  on  the 
alert  otherwise  there  may  be  a  danger  of  the  Medicines  Stamp  Acts 
being  repealed  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  being  amended  without  delay 
while  the  promised  legislative  measure  for  safeguarding  the  position 
pharmacy  is  shelved  indefinitely. 

War  Damage — ^Private  Chattels 

In  connexion  with  the  Private  Chattels  Insurance  and  Free  Com- 
pensation Schemes,  the  Board  of  Trade  points  out  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  take  out  a  policy  of  insurance  to  obtain  the  benefits 
of  the  Government's  scheme  of  limited  free  compensation  for  war 
damage  to  furniture,  clothing  and  other  private  chattels.  Persons 
who  do  not  want  more  protection  than  is  provided  by  this  scheme 
are  not  required  to  take  any  action  unless  and  until  their  chattels 
have  suffered  damage.  Persons  who  require  more  cover  than  that 
automatically  provided  by  the  scheme  of  limited  free  compensation 
can  secure  the  additional  cover  only  by  taking  out  a  policy  of 
insurance  under  the  Private  Chattels  Insurance  Scheme,  which 
operates  with  effect  from  May  i,  1941.  The  period  of  grace  allowed 
for  taking  out  policies  will  expire  on  May  31,  1941,  and  no  extension 
is  contemplated.  Persons  who  have  not  insured  by  this  date  will  be 
entitled  only  to  the  benefits  of  the  limited  free  compensation  scheme 
for  damage  to  their  private  chattels  between  May  i,  1941,  and  the 
actual  date  on  which  they  take  out  a  policy  of  insurance.  In  urance 
is  voluntary  and  the  Fire  Insurance  Companies  and  Lloyd's  will  not 
circularise  their  clients  on  t"his  subject.  These  arrangements  apply 
to  war  damage  to  private  chattels  after  April  30,  1941.  Damage  up 
to  that  date  will  be  treated  as  if  the  insurance  policy  had  been 
in  force. 

According  to  a  previous  statement  issued  by  the  department 
free  compensation  (without  payment  of  premium)  for  furniture, 
clothing  and  personal  effects  to  householders  is  as  follows ; — ^200 
with  an  extra  £100  if  you  are  married  and  have  your  wife  living 
with  you  and  an  extra  £25  for  every  child  under  16.  This  will  mean 
that  a  married  householder  with  three  children  will  get  free  com- 
pensation up  to  £375.  Every  other  adult  person  who  is  not  a  house- 
holder will  get  free  compensation  up  to  ;^50.  Over  and  above  the 
limits  of  free  compensation  just  mentioned,  you  can  obtain 
additional  cover  by  paying  a  premium  and  taking  out  a  policy  of 
insurance.  These  are  the  terms  : — £1  per  cent,  up  to  /^2,ooo.  £1  los. 
per  cent,  for  the  next  £1,000.  £2  per  cent,  for  the  next  £7,000. 
Every  policy  will  run  for  a  year  from  the  date  of  issue.

The  London  drug  markets  show  some  recovery  this  week  but  conditions 
are  still  far  from  normal.  Business  in  all  sections  is  reported  to  be 
a  little  quieter  than  usual  at  this  season,  but  there  is  a  steady  flow  of 
routine  orders  for  spot  goods.  Prices  are  generally  maintained  at  former 
figures,  and  one  or  two  changes  in  an  upward  direction  have  been  noted. 
It  is  announced  that  members  of  the  London  Commercial  Sale  Rooms 
are  now  able  to  meet  at  the  Baltic  Mercantile  and  Shipping  Exchange, 
St.  Mary  Axe,  London,  E.C.3.  The  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  mar- 
kets show  little  change  on  the  week,  and  business  is  proceeding  on  a 
moderate  scale ;  the  general  tone  is  steady.  Firm  conditions  obtain  for 
Amidopyrine,  and  quotations  are  at  higher  levels.  Phenacetin  and 
Phenazone  are  firm.   Salol  tends  dearer.  Theobromine  is  also  firmer. 

Crude  Drugs 

A  steady  but  rather  quieter  tone  prevails,  with  orders  coming  mostly 
from  the  consuming  trades.  Agar  continues  in  good  demand,  but  stocks 
are  now  extreinely  small  and  high  prices  are  asked.  Antimony  shows  a 
firm  tone,  and  English  producers  have  increased  their  prices.  Balsams 
are  firm.  Cardamoms  has  had  a  quiet  week.  Shipment  offers  of  new-crop 
Cascara  sagrada  should  be  available  shortly.  Cloves  is  firm,  with  spot 
prices  of  both  Zanzibar  and  Madagascar  showing  advances.  Supplies  of 
several  drugs  from  India,  including  Colchicum,  Dandelion  root. 
Stramonium  leaves  and  Valerian  root,  are  now  available  in  London. 
Shipment  quotations  for  new-crop  Ergot  are  at  higher  levels.  Spot 
values  of  Chinese  Menthol  show  an  increase ;  supplies  arc  stated  to  be 
small.  Mercury  is  steady  at  the  recently-published  official  figures.  Quieter 
conditions  obtain  for  Peppers  :  Tellicherry  and  Aleppy  are  slightly 
dearer  on  spot.  A  considerable  advance  is  noted  in  Pimento.  Dealers' 
quotations  for  Quassia  chips  are  dearer.  Some  shipment  offers  for 
new-crop  Senega  have  been  received. 

Essential  Oils 

Business  in  oils  has  been  a  trifle  brisker  during  the  past  few  days.  Prices 
generally  have  remained  firm,  and  in  some  cases  small  advances  are 
recorded.  Demand  for  Anise  (star)  has  been  considerable,  and  spot 
values  show  an  advance.  Stocks  of  Cassia  are  not  plejitiful,  and  values 
are  nominal.  American  Ced-^rwood  is  firmly  held.  No  further  altera- 
tions in  the  price  of  English-made  Clove  have  been  notified.  Californian 
Grapefruit,  in  rather  poor  supply,  is  quoted  at  firm  prices.  There  are 
no  changes  in  the  controlled  prices  for  Groundnut,  Linseed  and  Olive.

Purchase  Tax  and  N.H.I. 

Sir, — In  a  letter  in  your  issue  of  April  26  (p.  270),  Mr.  J.  M. 
Williamson,  Glasgow,  states  with  regard  to  the  allowance  in  respect 
of  purchase  tax  that  the  chemist  who  supplies  a  lot  of  insulin  and 
liver  extract  is  going  to  gain.  This  statement  suggests  that  the 
writer  has  not  read  the  report  of  the  Edinburgh  meeting  which 
appeared  in  your  issue  of  February  15  (p.  90),  at  which  the  resident 
secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scotland) 
stated  that  an  allowance  would  be  paid  to  each  chemist  in  respect 
of  purchase  tax  at  the  rate  of  4I  per  cent,  of  the  total  amount  of  his 
monthly  account,  after  deducting  the  value  of  insulin,  liver  extract, 
vaccines  and  serums.  As  a  similar  statement  appeared  in  the  official 
journal  on  March  8  under  the  heading  "The  Scottish  Drug  Tariff," 
it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  Mr.  Williamson  should  make  such 
a  statement.

Reducing  the  Already  Too  Small 

Sir, — At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Society  {C.  &■  D., 
May  17,  p.  305)  the  president  said  that  at  present  it  was  impossible 
to  find  sufficient  people  for  the  employment  available.  One  may 
take  it  this  referred  to  employment  for  registered  pharmacists. 
If  this  is  the  position  now,  what  is  the  situation  going  to  be  when 
the  reserved  age  for  pharmacists  is  raised  to  thirty,  and  the  younger 
men  are  called  up  for  military  service  ?  If  there  is  a  shortage  now, 
the  supply  of  pharmacists  will  then  be  insufficient  to  provide  an 
adequate  public  service,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  call-up  will 
not  be  enforced  indiscriminately  without  taking  this  into  account. 
The  argument  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Haskins,  in  the  letter  he  has  sent  to  the 
Home  Secretary  in  regard  to  the  proposed  amendment  to  Sections  8, 
9  and  10  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  (p.  308),  applies  with 
equal  force  in  respect  of  the  reservation  of  pharmacists,  and  a 
position  must  not  be  allowed  to  arise  where  the  service  becomes 
inadequate  whilst  qualified  men  are  taken  for  duties  which  perhaps 
may  have  no  relation  to  their  training  and  skill. — Yours  faithfully,

Medicines  Control 

Sir, — Our  various  trade  organisations  have,  it  would  seem,  a 
cut-and-dried  plan  to  replace  the  existing  Medicines  Stamp  Acts, 
and  everything  now  seems  fairly  plain  sailing  for  the  patent 
medicine  manufacturers  and  the  extreme  utilitarians  within  the 
ranks  of  pharmacy ;  but  the  voice  of  the  medical  profession  has 
yet  to  be  heard,  and  that  it  will  be  heard,  in  the  right  place  and  at  the 
appropriate  and  psychological  moment,  we  need  have  no  doubt 
whatever.  Even  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  agrees 
with  the  new  proposals — and  many  of  its  members  do  not — how 
can  the  medical  profession  accept  the  ridiculous  anomaly  that, 
while  it  is  suggested  that  non-secret  remedies  should  be  hedged 
round  by  elaborate  restrictions,  secret  remedies  should  be  free  from 
any  regulations  whatsoever.  Can  we  really  see  the  medical  profession 
and  our  legislators  accepting  this  ?  The  medical  view  should  surely 
be  based  on  the  concept  that  drugs  and  medicines  are  instruments 
in  the  protection  of  public  health  and  welfare,  and  as  such  must 
be  subject  to  the  same  regulation  and  ethical  treatment  as  are  other 
instruments  in  the  field  of  medical  care.  Pharmacists  maintain 
that  the  position  of  a  pharmacist  conducting  a  pharmacy  is  of  a 
public  character,  and  thus  subject  to  public  regulation  and  dis- 
ciplinary control,  and  they  assert  that  such  control  is  necessary  in 
the  distribution  of  medicines.  On  the  other  hand,  the  point  of  view 
of  the  patent-medicine  manufacturers  is  that  there  should  be  un- 
re.stricted  and  uncontrolled  distribution  of  their  products.  While 
it  may  seem  that  this  group  is  on  the  eve  of  achieving  a  major 
legislative  objective,  pharmacists  need  in  no  way  be  discouraged  ; 
because,  when  a  Bill  is  introduced  to  give  effect  to  this  objective, 
it  will  give  both  the  medical  profession  and  pharmacy  a  splendid 
opportunity  to  secure  common-sense  legislation  which  could  afford 
the  protection  that  public  health  and  the  public  require,  and  will 
inevitably  demand,  in  the  distribution  of  medicines.  Meanwhile, 
all  pharmacists  might  well,  once  again,  inform  and  trust  their 
M.P.'s.  It  is  admitted  that  pharmacists  have  for  years  past  done 
more  to  glorify  patent  medicines  in  the  minds  of  the  public  than 
any  and  all  other  advertisements  that  have  been  given  these  pro- 
ducts. We  also  have  to  admit  that,  while  we  were  chasing  this 
rainbow  of  false  colours,  the  practice  of  pharmacy  was  changing  and 
fast  slipping  away.  By  so  readily  becoming  the  agents  of  many 
of  these  nostrums  we  have  confused  the  public,  and  their  problem 
is  now  as  great  as  ours.  We  did  nothing  to  prevent  the  unsuspecting 


layman  from  becoming  an  easy  mark  for  the  "  Barnums ' '  of  the  qua 
medicine  "ramp."  This  is  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  centena 
year,  and  pharmacy  should  retrace  its  footsteps  and  co-oper; 
with  the  medical  profession  in  educating  the  public  to  the  dangi 
of  indiscriminate  medicine  taking.  Such  propaganda  would  certaii 
be  to  the  interest  of  the  public,  and  incidentally  to  pharmacy;  a 
we  can  only  make  headway  as  useful  members  of  the  commun: 
if  we  do  something  for,  and  not  to,  the  public. — Yours  faithfully, 
Middlesbrough.

Assistant  Employment  Secretary,  Miss  D.  M.  Jones;  Committee, 
the  Misses  Blundell,  Dennis  Hayes,  Harvey  and  Hindes,  Mrs.  Pratt 
and  Mrs.  Skinner;  ex-officio,  Mrs.  A.  Freke  and  Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine. 

Manchester  Association  and  Branch. — The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association'  and  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  May  8,  the  president  of  the 
Association  (Miss  I.  Roberts)  in  the  chair,  supported  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Branch  (Mr.  J.  H.  Frankhn).  The  secretary  (Mr.  T.  Miller) 
read  the  report  of  the  Association  council  and  Branch  executive. 
The  junior  secretary  (Mr.  J.  Tomlinson)  read  the  report  of  the 
Junior  Branch  executive.  The  treasurer  (Mr.  E.  V.  Tyler)  submitted 
the  annual  reports  and  balance  sheets  of  the  Association  and  Branch. 
All  the  reports  were  adopted.  The  Librarian  (Mr.  H.  Brindle)  was 
re-elected.  Mr.  H.  Steinman  (representative  to  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  in  London)  reported  on  the  Centenary 
celebrations  there,  and  Mr.  E.  Cronin  introduced  a  discussion  on. 
"Pharmacists  and  Military  Service,  and  Other  War  Problems." 
He  suggested  a  scheme  of  co-operative  assistance  for  pharmacists 
whose  businesses  had  been  wrecked  by  enemy  action. 

Leeds  Discussion  on  Postponed  Election. — At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  on 
May  15,  Mr.  Tom  Shooter  presiding,  Mr.  Jackson,  an  employee 
member,  moved  a  vote  of  censure  on  the  Council  of  the  Society  for 
not  having  a  Council  election  this  year.  Mr.  Sturdy,  a  proprietor 
chemist,  seconded,  and  the  proposition  was  supported  by  Messrs. 
W.  F.  H.  Kemp  (a  past-chairman)  and  T.  Heseltine  (chairman-elect 
and  a  member  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive).  'Mr.  C.  S.  Challinor 
agreed  there  should  be  an  election,  that  many  on  the  Council  had 


"worn  themselves  out"  working  for  pharmacy,  and  should  giv 
place  to  younger  men,  but  when  it  was  recalled  that  at  last  year' 
election  only  30  per  cent,  of  the  Society's  membership  had  voted 
he  did  not  know  that  they  could  really  blame  the  Council.  Councillo 
H.  Hodgson  suggested  amending  the  motion  to  an  expression  0 
regret  instead  of  a  vote  of  censure.  The  mover  and  seconder  accepts 
the  suggestion,  but  the  meeting,  after  further  discussion,  approve( 
a  "recommendation  to  the  Council"  to  hold  an  election  next  yea 
as  usual.  Good  wishes  were  expressed  to  Mr.  Isaac  Beaumont,  Ph.C. 
a  branch  member  now  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Germany,  who  wa 
reported  to  be  giving  good  service  in  a  hospital  for  war  prisoners 
Mr.  Paul  Dobson  (treasurer)  reported  a  credit  balance  of  ;^32,  bu 
pointed  out  that  delegates'  expenses  were  not  included,  this  no 
being  a  full  branch  year  owing  to  a  change  of  rule  synchronising  tb 
Society  and  branch  year-ends.  In  his  report  as  secretary,  Mr.  G.  C 
Crummack  said  the  branch  had  578  full  members,  nine  associates 
and  fifty  registered  apprentices.  The  meeting  considered  a  proposi 
tion  "That  when  a  husband  and  wife  are  both  qualified  but  on( 
not  in  practice,  the  latter  be  retained  on  the  register  at  a  reduced  fee,' 
but  the  resolution  eventually  was  withdrawn  on  its  being  pointec 
out  that  there  is  no  penalisation  of  a  member  who  wishes  to  bi 
restored  to  the  register  after  an  absence  from  such  cause.  Mr.  N.  H 
Burns  was  elected  Chairman ;  Mr.  T.  Heseltine,  Chairman-elect 
Mr.  Paul  Dobson,  Treasurer;  Mr.  G.  C.  Crummack,  Secretary
